: forces of the Djakarta 
Wovernment has started 
the Indonesian civil war in 
eurnest, but even if Presi- 
dent Sockurno were to win 
quick wuccesses—and this 
acems improbable—It would 
be unlikely to bring the 
rebellion to sn end, He 
would have to face a wast- 
ing and prolonged guerilla 
resistance. 

Even now it ia not too Inte to 
avert this tragedy, Preal- 
dent Sockarno could end 
the rebellion at a stroke by 
removing his Communist 
advisers and redressing the 
greivances of the outer 
islands with the help of the 
respected Dr Hatta. This, 
however, ho has refused to 
do. 

If President Soeksrno has 
gone to extremes, it is 
almost certainly under the 
pressure of his Communist 
allies for when the rebellion 
broke out In Sumatra they 
felt the ground quaking 
under their fect. 


Delays 
ROBABLY President 
“Sockarno ¢'d not need 
much persuading. The 
delays before he opened 
his attack on Sumatra were 
due to technical difficulties. 
Moreover, the President 
wae doubtful about . the 
loyalty of the troops at his 
disposal os many of them 
sympathise with the ‘rebel 
government, ;
